lamentedrhe -miſhap of fo vertuous a Lady, The Egyptian King 
her father, he abandoned the xhtof all companies : and repaiced 
tothe topot a high Tower built of Marble Scone, wherein he 
barred himſelk lo kack with Jron Bolts, that none could conte 
within the hearing of his Lamentations: then raged he up and 
do wn like krantick Oedipus, tear ing his eyes pom their Natural 
Tells, acculing Heaven of Inſuſtice, condemning earth ol Jni- 
quity, andaccucſing man ko ſucg an execrable Crime; one while 
wiſhing that his Daughters birth⸗day had been her Burial⸗day: a- 
nother while chat ſome unlucky Planet would deſcend the firma- 
ment, and tall upon his milerabſe head. Being in this extream 
paſſian, he never hoped to lee hig Waughters countenance again 2 
andfo about Midnight, being a time when Deſperate men pzaciſe 
their own deſtruction, he caſt himſelf headlong from the top of 
the Tower, and bzoke his Neck, and all beſpunkled the Flinty 
Pavements with bis blood and Bains, | 
_ 'Noſooner was the night vaniſhed, and bzight Phoebus entred 
the Zodiackof. Heaven, but his bzuiſed body liveleſs and ſenſe- 
lefs, was kound by his Servants lying in the Palace-yard all 
beaten in pieces again{ rhe ground. The wokul news ol this ſelf: 
willed Murder they pꝛelently told to certain Egyptian Knights,

all che Thꝛictian Champions, koz the Egyptian Peers cauſed-St. 
George to be apparelled in Royal veſtures like a King, he had on a 
uit offlaming Gꝛeen, like an Emerauld, and a ntantle of Scar- 
let very richly kurd, and wꝛought curiouſly wich Sold: then the 9- 
ther de Champions led him up tothe: Rings Thꝛone, and [ze him 
in achatr ot Enonp, which had p ummels of Silver, which ſkaod 
upon 
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upon an Alablaſter Elephant; then came the of the greateſt 
Lozds in Egypt, and ſet a Crown of gold upon his head; then fol⸗ 
lowed the Knights witha Scepter and a naked Swazd, to ſigni- 
fie that he was chief Governour of rhe Realm, and Loꝛd of all that 
appertained to the Czown ot Egypt. This being perfozmed in 
molt ſumptuous and ſcately manner, the Trumpets with other 
Inſtruments began to ſound, whereat the general company with 
joyful voices cryed altogether, Long live St. Geoꝛge, true Champion 
for England, and King of Egypt.
